To the Honorable Mayor nnd Common Coun- 


c^il : — The committee on lighting, to whom was 
referred the matter of receiving bids and pro- 
posals for lighting the eereets of this city and 
reporting thereon, resjectfully Eutmit the fol- 
lowing statement: 


We. the committee, desire to light the streets 


in a manner satisfactory to the people, and if 
possible to reduce the expense. 'With that end 
in view wo have consulted with many of our 
citizens.

We hnve found that there is a very general 


•sentiment in favor of well lighted streets. 


No one seemed willing to gKe up any part of 


the illumination in his owti locality. 


It is well known that the city lias had a wide 


experience iti lighting the streets. 


We have used gas, electricity, oil and gaso- 


line. 


Your c< mmittne 1-ns also examined there- 


ports of o'her cities on this matter. 


It seems to be generally conceded after many 


years of actual ute that the electric arc light is 
best adapted for street illumination— although 
it is open to objection on thickly shaded streets 
during the sea&on of dense foliage. 


For such streets at such times the Welsbach 


gas street lamp meets with favor. 


Oil and gasoline have been tried, and are still 


usep hero and in many other places. 


^Ve have been expending about$2,COO a year 


for gasoline lamps which were burned only n 
part of the night, in the vain effort to illnmi 
nate the unfreqbentcd streets, dark spots, al- 
leys and by-ways. 


When such lamps' are first put in use they do 


fairly well, but after storm and dust, heat and 
cold have done their work, they fade out and 
present only a weak, flickering glimmer. 
All 


efforts to persuade the suburban residents to 
accept them meets with opposition. They claim 
l.hta they need and deserve good light and that 
Uiey are -willing to to pay thoir share towards 
it. 


We also call attention to the fact that the 


Globe Light find Heat company has refused to 
renew its contract with the city at the present 
price. The committee did not consider it expe- 
dient to ask for bids for any more such lamps, 
as all of them have been very unsatisfactory. 


We are sure that our people prefer to follow 


the established practice of other cities in using 
a liberal supyly of electricity or gas. 


We investigated the prices paid in other 


towns and cities for the purpose of finding out 
what fair prices would be. Then we asked for 
bids from the Jnnesville Gas Co. and from the 
Ja&esville Electric Co., believing it was better 
policy to patronize our own companies if the 
city could get what it wanted at reasonable 
price. Certainly it would nol be good policy to 
permit outside companies to lay new mains or 
add another line of poles and wires to those al- 
ready on our streets.

Second, it also proposed to furnish 193 arc

Thomson-Houston arc lamp desitpiated by the 
trade us the 1200 candle power arc 'amp and be- 
ing of the same kind, size and power as those 
now in use in this city—to be lighted from one- 
half hoar after sundown to one-half hour before 
sunrise—every night in the year for $62 for ouch 
lump per year to be paid in monthly install- 
ments upon the condition that the city would 
make a contract with said Electric company for 
the term of five years from the expiration of its 
present contract with this city. 


The said electric company also agrees to fur- 


nish current free for the incandescent lamps 
now in use in both engine houses, the common 
council room and the city otlices, besides'cur- 
sent for a coiling fan for the council room if the 
city accepts either of said proposals. 


Your committee carefully considered these 


several propositions. 
Wo desired to use a suffi- 


cient number of the Welsbnch lamps to make a 
test of their eiliciency on the streets during a 
term of years, but we thought the price of SK.OO 
a year was too high when compared with the 
arc lamps at S62.00 a year or even 565.00 a year. 
Moreover, we could not use the Welsbach gas 
lamps away from the gas mains so that wo could 
not distribute the light as generally as we do- 
sired to do. 


For those and other reasons wo have agreed 


to report in favor of accepting the second pro- 
position made to us by the Janosville Electric 
Co. and \vu do so report. If the common coun-

i "'Even the blooming butterflies arc 
the color of khaki,' as Tommy Atkins 
remarked when he saw his first swarm 
.of locusts. 
There is an exception to 


the rule as. was proved by the next 
living thing I saw. It was a secretary 
bird, a yard in height, as heavy as a 
big turkey, a stately bird, holding him- 
self proudly and stalking along with 
noble strides as he glanced about him 
for a breakfast of snakes.

Partridges and many 
snipelike birds fluttered out of our 
road, and presently I-saw ahead of me 
a swarm of vultures, soaring in as
